VICTORY FOR THE RAILROADS. 

Judge Evans Granted the Injunction to 
Prevent the Mate Railroad Com- 
missiion Enforcing McChord Law. 
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THE CASE WILL BE APPEALED 

Judge Evans this morning in 
the Federal Court granted an in- 
junction pendente lite in the suit 
of the Louisville * Nashville, 
Chesapeake & Ohio, Louisville, 
Henderson & St. Louis aud South- 
ern Railways against the Ken- 
tucky Railroad Commission. 

The injunction is to prevent 
the operation of the McChord 
anti-extortion railroad bill, pass- 
ed M;,rch 10, 1000, and becoming 
0] erative on June 12, last. 

Judge Evans held that the 
power delegated to the Commis- 
sion by the Legislature of the* 
State y;ave said Commission 
the right to exercise an arbi- 
trary function, and to deprive 
the railroads of their constitut- 
ional rights, without due procesr 
't law. 

In his opinion Judge Evans 
said : 

"The courts of the (Jolted 
States have not hesitated, and in 
order to preserve to all persons, 
corporations and individuals alike 
the guarantees of the constitu- 
tion against invalid legislation, 
whether state or national, should 
not hesitate to enforce the su- 
preme law of the land. If in 
these cases the Legislature or the 
Kailroad Commission had estab- 
TA '*%£hed any rate by or through the 
I acVjamiplained of, the reason- 
I ablenfcss or justness of that rate 
I would be the legitimate subject 
of judicial inquiry, but no rates 
have in fact been fixed, und none 
is authorized to be fixed, except 
■ pursuant to the express provis- 
|i ions of the act itself, nor until 
6L the Commission has, after trial, 
K determined that the railroad 
unpany has been guilty of ex- 
I tortion. It will be observed that 
r there is no general power dele- 
gated to the Commission to fix

eh rights. 



; sole Authority in the pre- 
s stated in the act, and 
must ne based upon its convict- 
ion of the railroad of extortion. 
It cannot move until what We 
may call this jurisdictional fact 
has been ascertained to exist, 
and then, having proceeded to 
determine that the railroad has 
been guiltv of extortion, although 
it has been furnished with no un- 
mistakable statutorv standard as 
to what is to be held to be ex- j 
tortion, it lowers the rate of that 
road for that particular service. 
Its own opinion, its own judge- 
ment, is the sole guide upon both 
questions. If the law only con- 
ferred on the Commission power 
to fix a schedule of rates for all 
railroads in the State generallv, 
't would be the dtitv of the court 
to await its action in that regard 
and then permit those rates, if 
called in <|iiestion, to stand or 
fall, as they might, in the court's 
judgment, be just and reasonable 
or the reverse. 

"The Supreme Court of the 
United States in many cases holds 
that a railroad commission is a 
mere administrative body, and 
part only of the executive de- 
partment of the government. 
Our analysis of the act in ques- 
tion, however, has clearly shown 
that the whole apparent purpose 
of the act is to give the commis- 
si, m the judicial power, or at 
least the quasi-judicial power, to 
hear and determine whether a 
railroad has been guilty of ex- 
tortion and, as a result, to lower 
the freight rate of that railroad 
for similar service*. 

"It will be seen, too. that the 
act might literally apply equally 
and indiscriminately to domestic 
and to interstate traffic alike, al- 
though as to the latter it cannot 
be pretended that the Legislature 
could give the commission any 
power whatever. 

"But without deciding the 
point, and assuming, tis if proba- 
bly fair, that the Legislature on- 
ly meant the act in question to 
refer to changes of freight rates 
on local commerce, it still seems 
t.. tli-- curt that it is subject to 
several objections which cannot 
be overcome." 

Judge Evans holds these to he as 
follows : 

First— That if one railroad be 
convicted by charging extortion- 
ate rates, and a lower rate be 
fixed by the commission, such 
rate is prescribed by the guilty 
road alone and none of the others. 

Second — The commission can- 
not, judicially, nor by any due 
process of law, determine the one 
question upon which its right to 
fix a lower rate must depend. 
Nothing short of a judicial pro- 
ceeding, conforming to a due 
process of law, can hold a railroad 
guilty of extortion. 

Third— The court holds, that 
the Legislature has failed to 
recognize the right of a judicial 
investigation of the reasonable- 
ness of the rates fixed under the 
provisions of the McChord bill. 
Judge Evans says: "Viewing 
the act as a whole and consider- 
ing the only modes by which it 
can he put in operation, the 
court is of the opinion that those 
modes are due process of law, an. 
that its enforcement would de 
prive the railroad company of 
the constitutional guarantee of 
its rights secured by the four- 
teenth amendment to the eonsti- 
tion of the United States." 

deferring to the charter con- 
tract of the L. ft N. with the 
State as to the fixing of its rates 
to a maximum sum, Judge 
Evans holds that it is not to be 
inferred from the McChord act 
that even if this charter is sub- 
ject to amendment, it was done 
by implication in the McChord 
act. 

For these and other reasons 
stated, Judge Evans granted an 
injunction pendente lite in the 
case of each complainant. 

Attorney David Baird, repre- 
enting the Kentucky Railroad 
Jommission, said today that the 
cafie will be taken at once to the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States. It will not be necessary 
for it to pass through the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals.

The McChord Law Unconstitutional. 

Judge Walter Evans has de- 
cided that the McChord law for 
the regulation of aailroad rates is 
unconstitutional. He says: 

"Viewing the act as a whole, 
and considering the only modes 
by which it can be put in opera- 
tion, the court is of the opinion 
that these modes are not due pro- 
cess of law, and that it\ enforce- 



ment would deprive the railroad 
company of the constitutional 
guarantee of its rights secured 
by the fourteenth amendment." 

This law was indorsed by the 
convention which nominated the 
late Senator Goebel. It was thus 
made an article of party faith, 
and Democrats who did not favor 
t were threatened with political 
excommunication. It was passed 
by the last legislature under the 
lash of the party whip. The pur- 
pose of it was to punish the L. & 
N. railroad for opposing Senator 
Goebel, who threatened to repeal 
its charter and destroy its busi- 
ness. Like many other meas- 
ures adepted by that revolution- 
ary crowd, it was an appeal to- 
the pre -judicv against corpora- 
tions. It was the opinion of the 
best lawyers in the State that it 
was unconstitutional but revenge 
demanded its passage and it be- 
anie a law. Judge Evaus has 
endered a just decision. There 
an be no greater crime than the 
ittempted confiscation of corpor- 
ate property to satisfy the hate 
>f a political mob.— 'Louisville

n the trial at Georgetown the 
attorney of Mr. Caleb Powers, 
Secretary of State, as a prelimin- 
ary movement, offered the p»r- 
issued by Governor Taylor 
March in to Mr. Caleb Powers.

As I understand it, t&e 
rtshave decided that W. S. 
Taylor was not Governor 
March 10, 1900." 

We beg to call Judge Cantri! 
attention, and the attention 
the public generally, to the fact 
that no court has decided that 
W. S. Taylor was not Governor 
on March 10, or any other day. 
The courts have simply decided 
that they had no power to revise 
the action or to amend the so- 
called records of the Legislature 
of Kentucky. 

In the election of November 7, 
1899, Governor Taylor received 
193,714 votes, Mr. Goebel re 
ceived 191,331 votes. After can- 
vassing the returns, Judge Pryor 
and Capt. Ellis certified to the 
fact that Governor Taylorjhad re- 
ceived the largest number of 
votes cast in the previous elec- 
tion. According to the laws and 
the constitution of the State of 
of Kentucky, he was Governor of 
Kentucky. 

Had it been otherwise, had the 
Court* at any time decided that 
W. S. Taylor was not Governor 
March 10, 1900, the fact is -that 
he was Governor de facto if not 
de jure, his acts as Governor 
have been recognised, his orders 



as .Governor have been obeyed. 
He was then in possession of the 
office, in possession not simply of 
the building, but in possession of 
the seals and all the insignia of 
authority.

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Hi^h Prices and the Farmer. 

The Union Stockyards Company 
of Omaha has gathered statistics 
which show that there has been an 
advance of fi per 100 pounds on live 
hogs and I per 100 on beeves as com- 
pared with 189H. The best price 
paid for hogs in May of that year 
was (12.93 per 100 pounds, but last 
month the price was 14-83. Corn-fed 
beeves sold at 14.15 in 1896; last 
month they brought |5.30. More- 
over, there has heen an enormous 
increase in the trade, Beceipts at 
OmSha in May, 1896, were 121,376 
head of hogs, 37,690 of cattle and 60, 
450 of sheep. Last month the re 
ceipts were 244,598 of hogs, 81,902 of 
cattle and 72,890 of sheep. "These 
differences In live-stock values," 
says the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
are almost as remarkable as the ad- 
vances in iron and steel products, 
and they benefit a vastly larger 
number of people. The visible mar- 
keting of hogs shows a remarkable 

Ing in the provision year 1895-96 was 
2i),480,000 head, and for 1899-1900 it 
has been 28,172,000. These figures 
do not represent the entire ilaqght- 
euing of the country, but only those 

egularly made. The Cincinnati 
Price- Current estimates the outside 
slaughtering at 10,000,000 head 
y, which would bring the year- 
rerage just now up to 10,000,000. 
Ti:e slaughtering since March 1 has 
increased over 500,000 head. There 
has been a decline in the amount of 
stock but there has been no let 
up in the number marketed, so prices 
promise to advance instead of de- 
clining. This is the clew also to the 
present upward movement in quota- 
tions. With such prices as the 
farmer gets for his live stock and 
such, crops as he is raising he can 
bear with equanimity the declines 
in iron and steel and the shrinkage 
in railroad and industrial securities. 
If his crops and his prices keep up, 
It is a question of not how long the 
reaction in other commodities will 
continue, but how soon it will be 
checked. The farmer is a great 
consumer, and with full pockets he 
is such a liberal buyer that the mar- 
kets of the world must feel the sus- 
taining power.

Ood only con reveal Himself to us and 
He does so in Christ by His spirit. 

18. Although the word "Peter" means 
a rock or stone, the word later in the 
Terse translated "rock" is different from 
the one translated "Peter." The 
means a bit of rock, a roiling atone, 
the other means a cliff or ledge; on the 
latter Peter's testimony, not on Peter, 
is the church built, for "Other foundation 
can no man lay than that is laid, which 
la Jeaus Christ" (I Cor. iii, 11). Bee also 
Bph. li, 20. All else— morality, temper- 
ance, religiousness— as a foundation is 
only sand. All the wisdom of hell or 
powers of destruction cannot prevail 
against those who are built upon Jesus 
Christ, the Son of Ood, and His precious 
blood shed for us (Ex. xii, 13; xvii. 
11; John x, 27-20). 

19. "And I will give unto thee the keys 
of the kingdom of heaven." Keys are to 
open or lock doors— of the Lord Jesus 
alone can It be said that He openeth and 
no man tibuttcth. He sbotteth and no 
man openeth. To Him is given the key 
of the house of David. He also has the 
keys of hades and of death (Rev. iii, 7; 
I, 18; Isa. xxil, 22). The power to bind 
or loose was afterward given to. all the 
apostles and to all the disciples (John fx, 
23; Math, xrlii, 18). All true disciples 
are here on earth for Christ in His 
stead, and with His word and His Spirit 

claiming forgiveness of sins to all who 
accept Jesus Christ as their Saviour; and 
to those who refuse assurance of con- 
demnation and wrath (John iii, 18, 3C).

If, on the 
contrary, we cling to the things of this 
present world, we must In flue time leave 
them all and be poor Indeed. Whoever 
rejects Christ for the sake of the pleas- 
ores of sin for a season loses all and U 
shut out from Ood and His kingdom to 
i all eternity.

parable of the rich man and 
Lazarus is the most striking nnd sol- 
emn parable of Christ and the one 
where most of all caution must lie ex- 
ercised In Its study and Interpretation. 
It deals with the future life, of course, 
in figurative language, nnd the task of 
distinguishing l>etween figure nud real- 
ity is a very delicate one. Vet bohws 
great truths, relieved of nil of the dress 
of the parable, stand out clearly and 
prominently. The preceding language 
of Christ proves conclusively that this 
parable Is a warning against tlrr serv- 
ice of Mammon and Intended to sliow 
that we cannot serve both Ood and 
Mammon. The rich man wag not con- 
demned because be was rich, but be- 
be placed his riches In the place 
of God. He served Mammon rather 
than God; he served his money rather 
It In the service of his Ood. 
He evidently was an unbeliever In a 
future. He had not repented. He liv- 
a selfish, worldly life, as Is proved 
by his neglect even of a poor, needy 
beggar at his very door. Christ's ref- 
the future, relieved of all 
figures, teach plainly three tremendous 
truths: 

The conscious existence of both 
saved and unsaved. There Is no an- 
nihilation In this parable even of the 
wicked. 2. The punishment of the lost 
Is positive and severe. 3. Future pun- 
ishment is of eternal duration. These 
may be hard and unpleasant truths, 
but tbey are here and taught by one 
who knew and by the. most tender and 
compassionate of all human beings, 
instead of trying trrexplaln them away 
or of Ignoring them because tbey are 
unpleasant let us profit by them and 
by trust in Ood through Christ escape 
from the wrath to oome. 

Besides dealing wttb such great and 
tremendous truths this parable baa 
some suggestive lessons on the treat- 
ment of the needy at our door. The 
first question to be solved Is, Are those 
at our- doors needy 7 Every beggar who 
appears at our doors ts-not a Lasama 
ihartty usually does 



(heart of stone If tbey were true, nut 
' they are not true. But the truly need>, 
whether their needs be temporal or 
spiritual, have peculiar demands upon 
us. Neglect of these Is au Index of a 
character that Is not Christian. Neg- 
lect of these will resnlt In our arraign- 
ment before Ood. God will hold us re- 
sponsible for the opportunities to do 
good which He places before us. As 
the wnlls of Jerusalem were built by 
each one doing the work opposite his 
door, so rn.iv we satisfy the temporal 
and spiritual wants of the needy at
